A SEVERE HAIL STORM. 
PHILADELPHIA, August 21.—Dispatches to 
the Press report a number of severe hail 
lightning and wind storms today at Danville. 
Hail stones one and a half inches in diameter 
fell, and the lightning struck the house of the 
Montour iron and steel company, causing 
some damsege and rendering an o'd 
wf insensible. At Catawissa, the fruit 
aud other crops were greatly damaged by hail, 
and at Melton corn and tobacco were consid- 
erably dameged. The storm was the heaviest 
known since 1874." At Shenandoah and other 
points in that vicinity the storm was very 
severe, the hail covering the ground in many 

places to a depth of three inches. 


NORTH CaAROLINA’S EARTHQUAKE. 


Loud Reports Heard and the Earth Osciill- 
ates and Windows Rattle, 

Ratircu, N. C., August 21.—News from 
Woetauga county is to the effect that during a 
few dsys past,at 6 p.m.,a startling noise 
like the }cudest thunder clap has been heard. 
The sky was cloudless and the people were 
terribly frightened. Ina moment the earth 
began to shake and wiadows rattled and 
crockery fell. Noises were heard in the Biue 
Ridge mountains as if a train were rushing 
through them. On top of the mountain ridge 
near Blowing rock and Boon, 4,100 feet 
above the sea level, these pheaomena were 
also observed. The mountains were shaken 
to the pd J bottom. A party of tourists on the 
summit of Grandfather mountain, 6,000 feet 
above the sea level, were almost overcome with 
fear. 
were succeeded by a grand wave or swell of 
the earth which made people giddy. Earth- 
quakes are uncommon in that section, but 
these eevere shocks are attributed to that 
cause, though some declare them to be of vol- 
canic origin. The place is nearly one 
hundred miles from Bald mountain, where 
alleged volcanic quakings were heard ten 
years 8go.

SHIPS ON FIRE. 


FIVE VESSELS BURN®@D AND SUNK 
OFF LONG ISLAND, 


Over $100,000 Lost—The Soenes of the Con flagration 
—Zbe Fliemes Conveyed From one Ship to 
4nother—Burned to the Water's Edge— 
Old Government Vessels. 


New York, August 21.—A large fire, causing 
a loss of $100,000 broke out on board the Colo- 


rado, lying off Plum beach, near Port Wash-~ 


ington, Long Island, tonight. The flames 
spread from the Colorado to the following 
ships, all of which were burned to the water’s 
edge, and sunk: Minnesota, Susquehanna, 
Congress, South Carolina, Iowa, Lotta Grant 
end Fair Play. 

All with the exception of the last two be- 
longed to the United States navy. They had 


been condemned and were bought 
jrom the government by Stannard & Co., who 
were to break them up for the old iron and 
plenks they could get out of them. 

Fire broke outonthe forward deck of the 
Colorado, where the men were at work, burn- 
ing real pay to get the iron spikes. On the 
right of the Colorado was the Susquehanna, to 
which the flames spread rapidly, and before 
either itor the Colorado could be towed out, 
the flames had spread to the other boat. They 
all burned like tinder, and the sky was red for 
miles around. The heat was so intense that 
it was impossible to go any where near the 
burning ships. The fire burned so fiercely 
that inside of three hours nothing was 
leit of the vessels but a few 
charred timbers. The hulls sank at once to 
the bottom. The Colorado was the first to zo 
uncer. 
the masts of the Minnesota toppled over oa 
the Congress and they sank together. 
The Susquehanna burst loose from her moor- 
ings, aud at one time it looked serious, for a 
Hsbivg craft anchored in her vicinity. She 
fioated about fifty yards from the shore, and 
then keeled over and sank. The South Caro- 
lina and Iowa iollowed her to the bottom, but 
before going down the flames spread trom the 
lowa to the Latta Grantand the Fair Play, 
two schooners anchored near the shore, and 
they toosank. Who werethe owners of the 
schooners could not be Jearned, as 
their crews became so mixed up in the crowd 
of spectators that they could not be found. 

Mr. Stannard said that the loss to him was 
not Jess than $100,000, as it was only for the 
iron in the vesse)s that he bought them. Had 
the vessels been servicable the loss would 
have footed up to millions. An attempt will 
be made to raise the hulls. Theloss on the 
schooners, it is said, will not be less than 
$25 000. 

A FIRE IN TEXARKANA. 

New Orveans, August 21.—A fire at Texar- 
kana, Ark., this morning destroyed the 
Arlington hotel, the telephone office, postoffice, 
Pacific and Southern express offices and the 
Western Union telegraph office. Two sauares 
on the Arkansas side were also destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at $150,000. The insurance 
is notknown. Colonel C. E. Dixon, proprie- 
tor of the Arlington; was badly burned and 
otherwise injured. Frank Varner,a porter, 
was cutin the breast and Pat Dor was struck 
by a falling verandah and dangerously in- 


jured. 


A SPOOL FACTORY BURNS. 

Baxcor, August 21.—The lumber and spool 
mill, spool shed and other buildings of 
McGregor, at South TLineoln, were vurndd 
this morning. The machinery and a large 
amount of finished and unfinished spools were 
also destroyed. The loss is $50,000. One of 
the sheds burned contained a million feet of 
lumber, worth $20,000. The buildings were 
insured for half their value, and the lumber 
in the ehed was only partially insured. All 
the insurance is held by local sgencies. 

A CHICAGO BLAZE. 

Cuicago, August 21.—The fourth floor of 
Obyrne & Co’s. wool warehouse, on Ladalle 
street, near the river, was guited by fire early 
this morning. Loss will probably aggregate 
$75,000 ; insurance unknown. 

It is now estimated that the loss by the 
burning of the wool warehouse of O’Berne, 
Hosick & Co., will reach $20,000 dollars on 
the building, which is fully insured, and 
$160,000 or more on the stock.

A New York Policeman Killed By a No- 
gro. 


New Yorx, August 21.—Policeman James 
North, of the first precinct, was killed tonight 
by an at Broadway and Wall street. The 
neme of the is Semuel Brooks, janitor 
of the building im Nassau street. The negro 
was arrested. Officer North had only been on 
the force since July the 6th, last. 

_ I¢seems that Officer North had been talk- 
ing to @ young woman who was about to sail. 
He had known her inthe “Old country,” and 
she came to bid him good-bye. He stepped a 
few paces from her to speak to the janitor, 
when the negro approached the lady 
and = insult her, She called to 
the officer and he ordered Booker 
away, but he refused to move. The officer 
then struck him in the face and pushed him 
alopg. The young woman then walked on 
and passed the negro, but he did not molest 
her this time. When about a block away she 
heurd North cry out, “I’m stabbed.” The 
janitor stated that the police 
officer owas leisurely walking alon 
when the negro suddenly confron 
bim. No conversation took place between 
them, but the negro made two lunges at the 
officer’s throat. The latter staggered and 
with an effort kept his feet. He ran into an- 
othez street, tearing off his necktie and collar 
end @ndeavoring to stop the blood which 
squimted from bis throat. A few citizens tried 
to suscor him, but he shook them off and ran 
into the arms of another police officer with 
the €xclamation that he could not go any 
further. 

He sank to the ground and still retained the 
grasp on his throat, trom which the blood 
poured in torrents. Hurried calls for an am- 
bulapee brought two, but the doctors could do 
notbing for him and he died in a tew minutes. 
Before breathing his last he said: 

“["m @goner, my poor wife and children.”’ 

When asked what he had done he said: 

“Nothing, I don’t know, he gave me no 
time to talk. Oh, I’m so weak.”’

“yeu will remember that we started at 12:54 
o'clock, when we were advertised to start at pre: 
cisely1, The reason of our early start was 
to avoid a heavy shower of rain, which we 


saw COming, but we were disappointed, tor it 
struck us in less than three minutes alter we ent 


loose, but not with sufficient force to 
trouble, more than to bring us down 800 feet We 
were at a height of 1,800 before encountering 
therain. We tnen threw out twenty-five pounds 
of ballast, and immediately arose to our former 
attitude, where we were catrght by a light breeze, 
which carried us in a southeaster) y direction, civ- 
ing us a beautiful view ofa panorama which is 
never seen except from a” bailoon. There 
were a dcez*n t0wms spread eut beneath 
us, some near enough te be rec. 
ognized, while others were so far away that the 
houses looked white spots on the broad, creen 
fields.

“The stillness here was oppressive. I could 
plainly here the ticking of a watch in my pecket 
and our straw hats made such a crackling sound 
that I thougnt they were going to pieces. Brooks 
opened the valve at the top of the balloon and we 
were dropped down a few hundred ject and came 
back retty close to our old enemy, the 
heavy black cloud. We did not like the looks of 
thivgs here and were debating whether it would 
not be better to continue dewn aud make e land 
ing, when we were caught in a whirlwind aud 
carried right into the darkness and storm. Then 
began what seemed hours of terror. The rain 
was pouringin on us in torrents. It came at 
us from all sides—from above end below—being 
forced mareug> the bottom ofthe basket by the 
charging wind. Forked tongues of lightning 
seveted the clouds on all sides of us, 
each flash followed immediately by sharp 
snapping thunder, The balloon trembled and 
sometimes stoed stili for a second or two, 
then swung away, to be again brought to a halt 
by a cross Current; the netting would occasioa- 
ally shift from ite position witha gratiug souad 
while we held on as best we could until the wind 
began to whistiethrough the cords, when we im- 
mediately dropped tothe bottem of the basket, 
knowing that ourcourse must soon change and 
the basket go swinging around like school boys 
playing ‘snap the whip.’ 

‘We were traveling at what seemed better than 
a mile a minute, in total darkness, sometimes in 
one direction and sometimes inanother, when we 
begen to throw out ballast in hopes of rising above 
thestorm, but after having thrown out 165 pounds, 
and haying but ten pounds left with which to 
manage our landing, and being still in the storm, 
we concluded to return to motherearth. Wewere 
still 6 260 feet from the ground, as shown by the 
barometer—having gone 2,200 feet through that 
onecloud, The thermometer marked 45 degrees. 

“Throwing out ballast was stopped and we 
started dowuward,. When we leftthe cloud the 
thermometer and watch showed that we were 
going down atthe rate of 100 feet every four sac- 
onds. A moment later we heard the voices of 
men, end looking down, discovered that we were 
nearing some farm houses and that the peopie 
were out watching us. Manyof their remarks 
could be plainly beard, and when within about 
306 fsetof the ground we dropped the grappling 
irop, which dragged safely threagh a herd 
of eattle in a pasture without catching on to auy- 
thing that could step us. Breoks calied on me to 
pur the rip cord, which I did, opening a hole 
orty feet long in the side of the balloon, and let- 
ting in a gust of wind which turned it inside ont 
and dropped the whole thing on Barn-door Hill 
Granby, without injuring either of us. We were 
up fifty four minutes. and landed sixteen miles 
from the starting point ’’

HAPPENINGS OF THE DAY IN THS 
CENTRAL CITY.

A Young Wife \ttempts Suicide by Taking Liude- 
rum-SheSays Ber Husband's Relatives Tor - 
mented Ger About Her Monsey —Aa Gotel 
UBRacge-Other Items of News. 


Macon, Ga., August 21.—{Special.]—An attempt 
at suicide occurred here last night, which was 
somewhat remarkable. Theattempt was made 
by Mrs. T, C. Davidson, wife of a Fourth street 
merchant. Mrs. Davidson is pretty and quite 
young, but twenty one years old. She and her 
husband, who has been au invalid ior some time, 
lived ina house on the carner of Forsyth and 
Hezel streets. AcCording to her, her attempt to 
take her own life was caused by the harsh treat- 
ment which she received from her husbani’s 
brotherand sister. She wasseen late this after- 
noon at the resideuce of Mr, E.B. Reddick, and 
was induced to tell the etory of her rash act. 

“When my father, Mr. Jack Phillips, died,’ 
Mrs. Davidson said, “1 came into possession of 
some insurance from the brotherhood of locomo- 
tive engineers and a small property which he lelt 
me. I invested the money and took good care of 
the investment. This was the causeof all my 
trouble. About a month ago my husband’ssister, 
Mrs. C. Burke, began to annoy me by continually 
quarreling with me about my money. She said 
that my husband ought te have the useof it; that 
I neglected him during his long sickness, and that 
I would permit bim to die for lack of necessary 
medical attention, I was entirely innocent of the 
charges, because I employed Drs. Gewinner and 
Halli toattend him, and provided fully for ail his 
Mrs. Burke's false accusations hurt me 
ceeply, and I decided that it would be better ii I 
was dead and out of the way. Wednesday night I 
made up my mind to kill myself. It was up>n 
that night that I heard my husband’s brother siy 
that it would be well if Iwere kicked out of the 
house. I felt friendless and alone, and could not 
bear the thought of trying to bear up any longer 
nnder the trouble that had been upon me 
80 long. ] went to the store 
and got eight phials of laudanum. I hid fourofl 
them and aiterwards secreted two more, to use in 
case the others failed to kill me. At half past six 
o’clock Thursday night, 1 drank the conteatsof 
twoofthe phials. I fell asleep and knew nothing 
more until aroused by friends who found me and 
rendered me assistance. Those friends were Mr. 
E. B. Reddick and Mr. B. F. Bedford. They re- 
stored me as far as possibic, and then sent for Drs. 
Gewiuner and Johnson, who entirely relieved me 
of the effects of the drug. I do not think 
that I committed a wrong in trying to kill 
myself, but I will not make another such attempt 
iflam letalone, but if I am persecuted again I 
still have two phials of laudanum which I will 
certainly use.’’ It was learned that Mrs. Dayid- 
son’s friends will try to prevent her repeating the 
attempt on her life and that. if possibile, they will 
save her from further annoyance from her hus- 
band’s relatives. 


Dr, Simpkies Explains, 
AND GIVES SOME STRONG 
ADA BONNER. 

Macon, Ga., August 21.—[{Special.|—Dr. Henry 
Simpkfus, whose forced marriage to Ada Bonner 
was reported in today’s CoNsTITUTION, Offered ex- 
planations this morning of that hurried event. 

“They accused me,’’ he said, ‘‘oi ma) practice on 
tr e girl, who was one of my patients. They were 
mistaken, but her adopted father, Henry Hud- 
fon, would not listen to reason. He cornerel 
me at twelve o’clock at night, and with a 
eccked pisto! in one hand and a 
knife and a stick in the othe? hand, forced me to 
get a license and marry the girl. Lf Hudson hadn't 
been armed I would have offered no resistance t» 
marrying her, becanse gentlemen of my profession 
are necessarily com pelled to ayoid difficulties with 
their patients.’’

Macon, Ga, August 21,—[Speciel }—Tbe direc- 
tors of the Macon cotton s¢ed oil mills, one of the 
most important manufacturing euterprises in the 
city, have commenced the erection of the build- 
ing for their fertilizer manufactory.
